King and party left Edmonton for the 
Peace River country. He was sent 
north by the Canadian Northern rail- 
way company, who wished to get a 
reliable afd up-to-date report on the 
productiveness of the soil and the 
agricultural possibilities of this fam-

ous tract of cou 
terday Mr. King r, 
ton with his party, .aving spent up- 
wards of three months in exploring 
the Peace River country. Mr. King 
speaks with authority from an ex- 
perience gained by a close examination 
of the country. He is very enthusi- 
astic regarding the natural resources 
of the district, and freely expresses 
with essurance, his firm conviction 
that the outlook for the country is 
most promising and its prospects most 
bright. 

Leaving Edmonton on May 20th, the 
party took the Swan Hill trail for the 
far northwest. This trail and in 
fact all the trails passed over are in 
excepticnally fine shape. From this 
trail Pruden’s trail was 
Spirit River. From Spirit rjver the 
party travelled to Grand Prairie, 
thence to Cut Thumb Creek, and Mob- 
the Ominica

erley’s lake and into 
country. The return trip was made 
by the north side of Peace River, via 
Lesser Slave Lake. 

There is an abundance of first-class 
farming land and in places good tim- 
ber land. Scattered timber is plen- 
tiful in the farming districts. The 
Peace river country is one suitable 
for mixed farming and for small far- 
mers. The country lies in a state of 
great natural wealth, awaiting sett- 
lers to cultivaie it and make it bloom 
like the rose. It is, however, useless 
for settiers te go into this district at 
present. The country is first-class 
and has unlimited natural resources, 
but these now lie, and will of a’ ne- 
cessity continue to lie, in a state of 
inactivity until a railroad wjll have 
been constructed to tap the country. 
Then, and not till then, will the coun- 
try develop. The need of a railroad 
is most imperative. The best pos- 


sible thing for the Peace River coun- 


try as well as for all Canada would | 


be immediate tapping of this dis- 
trict by railroad facilities. 

The weather during the trip was 
fine and dry. The temperature dur- 
ing the whole summer was a little 
lower than in recent years. The rain- 
fall was perhaps under the average, 
but the heavy dews overcame any 
difficulty in the score of lack of rain. 
There ,was absolutely no frost nor 
any sign of frost up to the time of

C. | practically unlimited agricultural pos- 


sibilities. The grass in all parts of 
the country traversed was especially 
good, being long and green, a choice 
article for feeding cattle. Where at- 
tempts were being made at growing 
grain, the samples were of a first- 
class order. Garden vegetables show- 
ed szreat growth. Mr. King has with 
him a tomato picked from vines graw- 
ing in the open at Lesser Slave lake. 
He also has with him splendid sam- 
ples of grains, oats, wheat, barley, ete. 
whieh besides showing great growth 
are far advanced for the season when 
they Were pulled. Mr, King thinks 
that many of the samples which he 
has with him would compare very 
favorably with, if not outrival, any 
of the Edmonton district crops, which 
is saying a great deal. 

Besides grain Mr. King has with 
him numerous samples of minerals, 
taken in the course of the journey. A 
couple of splendid samples of gold 
bearing quartz from the northern 
rivers are shown. Particularly good 
samples of semi-anthracite coal are 
among his collection. The whole coun- 
try is full of coal. In places in river 
valleys where the ground has_ been 
washed away, whole areas of splen- 
did coal are to be seen. The veins 
are four feet thick and are perfectly 
free from all foreign substances. The 
coal rests on a layer of slate shale and 
where it is embedded, sandstone cov- 
ers i€. 

North of the Athabasca are sandy 
ridges covered with first-class timber 
limits. Here is to be found Jack- 
pine of a very marketable size in 


great abundance. 


Mr. King and party journeyed 
through both the Pine River and the 
Peace River passes.

WHEAT RUST 

The reports of damage by rust on 
wheat in the Northwestern States 
and Manitoba are so general and per- 
gistent as to affect the prices. ig 
trouble is unknown in this eeteiet, 
but it is well to know what the dis- 
ease is like. Bradstreet describes it 
as follows ;— 

“A, L. Russell has compiled the fol- 
jowing interesting information ren: 
pecting rust: Wheat rust (Puccinia 
graminis) is a fungus disease usually 
more severe in hot, wet seasons. In 
the spring it begins growth on plants 
other than wheat, preferably barbgrry 
feaves. The spores from this spread 
to the wheat fields, where they quick- 


ly develop and enter the wheat leaves 


gissues. About harvest time the sec- 
ond crop of spores is produced. These 
are the red spores, and from this the 
pame of red rust comes. Later an- 
other set of spores develops, usually 
jn the stubbie and sometimes along 
the leaves, and these are seen in long 
black rows of spores, giving the name 
of black rust. The last stage is the 
dormant or winter stage, under which 
the fungus passes the winter. There 
are two other kinds, one the Puccinia 
yubigovera, which is not an important 
wariety, and another variety, P. cor- 
ovata, attacks oats. Very little has 
been done in suppressing the disease, 
and some wheat is more susceptible to 
its attacks than others. As a rule, 
pard red wheat ripening early appears 
Bo be best able to combat the rust.” 
* * *

Alberta Coal For B. C. 
Commercial : 

If a favorable freight rate can be 
secured, anthracite coal from the 
Bankhead colleries at Banff will be 
on sale in Vaneouver shortly. These 
colleries are operated by the Mineral 
and Metallurgical department of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and the 
fack that the product is anthracite of 
a high grade is interesting to Van- 
couver people, who have hitherto used 
bituminous coal. Anthracite has 
been imported into the city, but it was 
brought from Pennsylvania, and the 
hizh price of $17 per ton precluded 
the use of it to any extent. 

Mr. William Whyte, second vice- 
president of the ©. P. R., took up this 
fuel question for the West, and as a 
result the colleries are now being ac- 
tively operated. The coal is pro- 
nounced equal to that from Pennsyl- 
yania, and cities in the interjor are 
looking forward $o having it on sale 
within a week or two. What will be 
an influence in the question of bring- 
ing it to Vancouver will be that so 
many cars are now hauled empty to 
the coast from over the mountains. 
These cars are needed principally fer 
the shipment of lumber, and at pres- 
ent train loads of them are brought 
in, It is in these that the coal could 
be brought to Vancouver, which would 
be a question in the matter of haul- 
age. 

It is stated that the price in Van- 
couver of the anthracite would be 


$10.50 a ton, which would be a very 
reasonable figure in cemparison with 
that of $6.50 now paid for bitumin-

WHEREAS tthe Municipal Council of 
the Town of Edmonton, deem it ex- 
pedient to extend Jasper Avenue cast- 
ly from a point commencing ai Lot 
Thirty Eight (38) in Block Two (2) in 
River Lot Twelve (12) of the Edmon- 
ton Settlement and running to Lot Six 
(6) in Block Four (4) in River Lot 
Fourteen (14) of the said Settlement. 


_AND WHEREAS the Municipal Coun- 
cil deem it expedient that the said work 
should be undertaken as a, Local Im- 
porvement and that the costs thereof 
beyond the sum of $8,000.00 should {be 
raised by Special Frontage Assessment 
and that the cost thereof to the ex- 
tent of the said sum of $8,000. shouid 
be borne by the Municipality at large.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Maniteba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


plans: 
(1) At least six months’ residence 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} 1o11d souepIsel 0} SB OV SIG} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

. (3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
ba satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
shi 


ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head uf stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ret their accommodation, 
and have hesides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liakle to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must ive six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

{nformation.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, aivice and ae- 
sistance in seouring land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained — application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, t Com mis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
